The boy is the only one who can tell what 
took place at the very time of the killing.

The boy is bright, intelligent and ba« a pleai* 
ing countenance. He would never be taken for 
a criminal. 

Though respectful, he is cool and deliberate 
in what he says, apparently weighing his words. 

He laid he remained over night in Concord 
with a family named Layton. 

Whoa aekad if he knew aaythiag about the kill- 
ing, and why he left, be replied that ho did nut 
want to talk about it. His father hu not y<'t 
M«a him.

The boy is not sullen, but tells bis interroga-

Conaeqoently , 
whan Joaephitfo, in tbo auBaor of 1804, want 
there to tako tho watora, Hia Ortco wu moat 
8.4i)iJuou« in his attentions to the Empreu. 
Joaephine had but to breathe the word aod the 
Uiiihop opoaod for kor tbo treasvrjr of tbo fa- 
moos cathedral aod the grave of Charlomagoe 
itself. The F^mprean had the jiick of the relies 
and objecta of art in the ireaaary. When the
